A recent appellate court ruling against the Granite City Press-Ri 
cord/Journal is being taken to the Llinois Supreme Court, officials 
decided Thursday afternoon. 

East Side Publications, parent company of. the paper, sued the 
Granite City District 9 Board of Education and its superintendent 
almost two_years. ago for what it believed to be violations of the 
state Open Meetings Act. However, both a lower’court and the Sth 
District Appellate Court supported the school district in earlier deci- 
sions. 

Although the original suit dealt with what the paper felt were 
improper closed sessions used by the school board to discuss hiring 
of independent contractors and other matters, the more prominent 
issue now seems to be the wording of the lower court rulings.

The 
disease is contracted, but not readily, by 
inhaling water vapor containing the bacteri- 
um. 

It is not contagious. In the Philadelphia 
outbreak, high concentrations of the bacteri- 
um were found in the air conditioning sys- 
tem of the hotel where the Legionnaires

that didn’t have a happy end- 
ing,"’ Kaisor said. ‘‘That really 
is the way it is for autistic peo- 
ple; most of them wind up in 
institutions. 

“‘We were impressed because 
it is the first movie that ‘really 
told it like it is," she said. - 

In the movie, Hoffman plays 
Raymond Babbitt, an institution- 
alized autistic savant who is tak- 
en on a six-day car trip by his 
brother Charlie Babbitt, played 
by Tom Cruise. Charlie wants to 
get his hands on part of a $3 
million inheritance. 

“What has hurt autism is that 
the incidence is so rare there 
were no services available until 
recently,’’ Kaisor said. 

About five out of each 10,000 
children have some degree of 
autism, she said. 

In the past the medical and 
mental health professions could 
not even diagnose the problem, 
meaning autistic people were 
lumped in with mentally retard- 
ed persons. 

“It's very serious because 
they’re so difficult to teach,” she 
said, sadam 

“One of the common charac- 
teristics of autism is that they 
have splintered skills,’’ Kaisor 
said. ‘‘They tend to be very high 
level in one area and low in 
another — that’s what sets them 
apart from most retarded peo-

Autistic savants are very rare. 
They have genius or near-genius 
capabilities in some areas — in 
Raymond's case, ability with 
numbers. 

As is indicated in the movie, 
autistic people tend to have ritu- 
als and set routines which allow 
them to cope with the outside 
werld. 

“Their behavior is very unpre- 
dictable,"’ Kaisor said. ‘‘When 
their routine is interrupted, they 
can become violent.” 

By training both the autistic 
person and his or her family, it 
is possible to keep the autistic 
person out of institutions, she 
said. ‘With appropriate therapy 
they can remain in the home.’” 

Kaisor said home care is 
much less expensive than institu- 
tionalizing an autistic individual 
aud gives him or her a better 
ife ™ 

In some cases higher-level 
autistic people can be taught to 
perform various types of work. 
‘They will always need super- 
ion,’’ Kaisor said; 

“They're ritualistic and: insist 
on sameness, but as long as 
their routine is structured they 
will do OK," she said. 

The programming at autistic 
centers runs about $25,000 per 
year per person.

COLLINSVILLE — Charges 
are to be sought against the 
owner of Continental Health Club 
in connection with prostitution 
allegedly occurring at the Col 
linsville business recently 

The announcement was made 
by William ‘‘Dick’’ Barrett of 
the Illinois Division of Criminal 
Investigation (DCI). 

Four female employees of the 
massage parlor, including a 
Granite City resident, were 
charged last week with prostitu- 
tion. 

Arrested Wednesday were 
Donna Corey, 32, of Valmeyer; 
Jean Honeycut, 30, of rural Mar- 
issa; and Elizabeth Sanders, 30, 
of Edwardsville 

Arrested Thursday on the 
same charge was Beverly 
Holmes, 33, of Granite City. 

The arrests followed a 30-day 
investigation by the DCI. Coilins- 
ville police asked the DCI to 
investigate after a letter was 
received from We Tip Inc., a 
California agency that operates 
a crime hotline 

Barrett said information will 
be submitted to the St. Clair 
County state’s attorney’s office 
for consideration of charges 
against owner Paula Berger of 
Raintree Trail 

On Friday, agents were con- 
ducting interviews and_ evaluat- 
ing evidence.seized earlier in the 
week from the club, located in 
the Sav-Mart center at 9500 Col- 
linsville Road, Barrett said. 

“The fact that she-is the own- 
er does lead us to look at her 
involvement and direction,” he 
said.

“Any person who performs, 
offers or agrees to perform any 
act of sexual penetration as 
defined (in law) for money or 
any touching or fondling of the 
sex organs of one person b; 
another person for moneyror* 
anything of value for the’ pur- 
pose of sexual arousal or grati- 
fication commits an act of pros- 
titution.” : 

St. Clair County State’s Attor- 
ney John Baricevic said this is 
the first time he has issued a 
prostitution charge under the 
touching or fondling section of 
the law. 

“It certainly is a nice piece of 
legislation. It makes- sense,” 
Baricevic said 

He said he had been surprised 
when he was elected in 1980 that 
fondling or touching was not 
legally considered prostitution. 

An ordinance passed: in Col- 
linsville in 1975 prohibited paid 
massages for sexual gratification 
and required that paid massages 
be administered only by licensed 
physical therapists 

Gene. Brombolich, city finance 
commissioner -in 1975, said the 
ordinance could not be applied to 
Continental because the business 
had alreadyopened. However, he 
has since cited the ordinance 
twice to keep out other massage 
parlors. 

Collinsville Police Chief Nick
